VIETNAM   DAY- 
SUNDAY,  APRIL  25 

A  PRIVATE  IN  VIETNAM 

WBAI  received  a  letter  from  a  U.  S. 
Army  private  now  stationed  in  Vietnam, 
wondering  if  they  knew  what  was  going  on 
there  and  could  tell  him.  We  felt  that  this 
private's  dilemma  was  undoubtably  shared 
by  the  general  public,  so  today  the  Paci- 
fica  stations  are  going  to  try  to  increase 
understanding  of  the  Vietnam  War  by  de- 
voting the  day's  broadcasting  to  this  com- 
plex subject  by  giving  comprehensive  cov- 
erage of  the  current  situation  and  discus- 
sing how  it  developed.  Several  major 
speakers  will  evaluate  U.  S.  Foreign  Policy 
in  Far  Eastern  Asia  and  suggest  possible 
alternatives. 

Our  programs  will  approach  the  Viet- 
namese situation  in  many  different  ways 
including:  statements  by  leading  spokes- 
men from  other  governments  explaining 
their  positions  on  the  problem;  Senators 
Wayne  Morse  (D. -Oregon)  and  Ernest 
Gruening  (D. -Alaska)  both  outspoken  with 
their  criticisms  of  U.  S.  Foreign  Policy,-  and 
exclusive  interviews  with  high  Far  Eastern 
officials  made  for  Pacifica  by  Robert  Scheer 
on  his  recent  trip  to  the  East. 

Exact  details  and  specific  times  are  not 
complete  as  we  go  to  press,  but  will  be 
heard  on  "Report  to  the  Listener,"  on 
Friday,  April  23  at  7:15  p.m.  Our  regular 
Sunday  programs  will  be  played  at  other 
times,  but  the  KPFA  News  will  go  on  as 
usual  at  6:30  p.m.  tonight,  and  "Conversa- 
tion with  the  Governor,"  with  the  Honor- 
able Edmund  G.  Brown  of  California,  will 
be  on  at  7:00  p.m.
